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Introdaction. 



PATRIOTISM may be the last refuge of a scoundrel or 
the controlling spirit of highest manhood. Pride of 
ancestry, too, may be a despicable weakness or a noble emo- 
tion. 

The Society of the Sons of the American Revolution 
seeks to develop pride of lineage among those whose ances- 
tors distinguished themselves in the perilous days of our 
national struggle for independence. 

So many forces are at work in our modern American life 
which tend to develop a mere selfish individualism and disre- 
gard of high ideals of national, social, and commercial char- 
acter; so much effort is expended on getting rich, and so 
little on getting strong, that an organization like ours ought 
to appeal to every person qualified for membership in it, for 
it is, in its spirit and purpose, a great call for men to remem- 
ber the responsibility which attaches to a worthy lineage ; to 
show that they possess the virtues, as well as the blood, of 
the great men of a past day, and thus " revive their work in 
the midst of the years.'' Any man who has a just pride in 
his forefathers' deeds — who can trace his footsteps amidst the 
snow of Valley Forge, or see him brave and unrepining in 
his hard and dangerous experiences during the painful years 
of our nation's formation — can not rest in the shadow of a 
great name, but feels the enthusiasm of emulation, the desire 
to serve well in his own day the country for which his ances- 
tors did such noble service. 
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We are striving to cultivate a more vigorous and self- 
sacrificing devotion to our national welfare; to enlist the 
interest and efifort of men in purifying our policies, raising^ 
the standard of public morality, reforming the gross abuses 
of government in our great cities, and in every way elevating- 
our national character and aims. 

Undoubtedly this is what our ancestors expected of us ;, 
they did their part, they gave us the start ; it is for us to keep 
up the impulse, and in no manner can we better further 
their work than by informing ourselves of what they did, by 
celebrating victorious days, and by erecting statues to keep 
their memory fresh in our minds. 

The Roman masters of the world owed their greatness in 
large part to the reverence in which they held their ances- 
tors. A distinguished historian says: **0n the death of one 
of the family the eldest son delivered a funeral oration in 
which he set forth to the public the dead man's public serv- 
ices ; nor did he stop there, but, ascending the stream of 
history, he traced the great men of his house to the earlier 
days of the Republic and dwelt upon their exploits. Such 
speakers kept alive the memory not only of the doings of 
one family, but of the whole people." This custom, univer- 
sally followed, created a strong desire to emulate the deeds of 
the dead and to walk in their footsteps. That respect which 
the Romans felt for their ancestors so long ago we should 
now feel for our own, and the same desire to emulate them 
in their self-sacrificing patriotism. 

This feeling goes a great way in making a nation strong. 
But in no way can we effect this, in no way arouse this 
spirit, but by associated effort. A society like this, under 
proper organization, can accomplish far more than twice the 
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number of unassociated individuals. Then let each member 
bring in others. Let this society be large in numbers and 
powerful in its ihfluence, and, by drinking in the spirit of our 
ancestors, strive, not as the Romans did, for the mastery of 
the whole world, but lor the mastery of every thing ignoble 
among us — for purity of government, honesty in office, and 
wisdom in our nation's councils. 

The reverence in which the heroes of the Revolution 
were held caused their friends and neighbors to call them 
by titles of higher grade than they bore during the war, 
and some of them in after years were officers of the Army 
or Militia of higher rank than they had in the Revolution; 
these facts have led their descendants in many cases ta 
assign to them, in making application for membership in 
this Society, a rank above that which their ancestor bore. 
This is a mistake easily made, but the Committee feel that 
to make this book a credit to the Society it should be as 
near historically correct as is possible ; they have, therefore,, 
verified as far as they can all service and rank of the an- 
cestors of the members of the Society. In some cases they 
were able to prove a higher rank than was claimed by the 
member, but in very many cases the truth of history has 
compelled us to assign a lower rank to the patriot. We 
know full well that every true American holds in the 
highest regard the humblest private in the great struggle 
for Liberty. And the member whose ancestor marched 
in the ranks with bloody feet over the frozen ground 
of Valley Forge or Trenton, or who stood the charge of 
the British troops at Yorktown, or bore any part in the 
conflict for Liberty and Home, has a proud title — he is a 
Son of the American Revolution. 
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The Committee would take this opportunity to acknowl- 
edge the courtesy of the Ohio Society of Sons of the Revo- 
lution. Nor can we close without expressing our deep obli- 
gation to our compatriot, A. C. Quisenberry, to whom we are 
indebted for the very valuable compilation we present to our 
members as a part of this Year Book.

ARTICI.E I. 

The name of the Society shall be The Kentucky Society of 
the Sons of the American Revolution. 

ARTICI^K II. 

This Society shall be a part of the National Society of the 
Sons of the American Revolution. It recognizes all the State 
Societies of the Sons of the American Revolution as co-equal, 
and their members as their compatriots. 

ARTICLE III. 

The objects of this Society shall be to perpetuate the memory 
of the men who, by their services or sacrifices during the War 
of the American Revolution, achieved the Independence of the 
American people ; to unite and promote fellowship among their 
descendants ; to inspire them and the community at large with a 
more profound reverence for the principles of the Government 
founded by our forefathers ; to encourage historical research in 
relation to the American Revolution ; to acquire and preserve the 
records of the individual ser\aces of the patriots of the War, as 
well as documents, relics, and landmarks; to mark the scenes of 
the Revolution by appropriate memorials ; to celebrate the anni- 
versaries of the prominent events of the War; to foster true 
patriotism ; to maintain and extend the institutions of American 
freedom, and to carry out the purposes expressed in the Pream- 
ble to the Constitution of our Country, and the injunctions of 
Washington in his farewell address to the American people. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Section i. Any man shall be eligible to membership in this 
Society who, being of the age of twenty-one years or over, and 

(i) 
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a citizen of good repute, is the lineal descendant of an ancestor 
who was at all times unfailing in his loyalty to and rendered 
actual service in the cause of American Independence, either 
as an officer, soldier, marine, militiaman or minuteman, in the 
armed forces of the Continental Congress, or of any one of the 
several Colonies or States; or as a signer of the Declaration of 
Independence, or as a member of a Committee of Safety or 
Correspondence; or as a member of any Continental, Provin- 
cial, or Colonial Congress or Legislature ; or as a civil officer, 
either of one of the Colonies or States, or of the National Gov- 
ernment; or as a recognized patriot, who performed actual 
service by overt acts of resistance to the authority of Great 
Britain. 

Section 2. Applications for membership shall he made in 
duplicate, upon blank forms furnished by the Secretary of the 
Society, and shall in each case set forth the name, occupation, 
and residence of the applicant, his line of descent, and the name, 
residence, and services of his ancestor or ancestors in the Revo- 
lution, from whom he derives eligibility. The applicant shall 
make oath that the statements of his application are true, to the 
best of his knowledge and belief. Upon the approval of an 
application by this Society, one copy shall be transmitted to the 
Registrar General of the National Society, who shall examine 
further the eligibility of the applicant. No election of a new 
member shall be valid unless his eligibility shall be approved 
by the Registrar General. 

Section 3. For the purpose of making more nearly perfect 
the records of our Revolutionary ancestors and their descendants, 
any woman of Revolutionary ancestry may file a record of her 
ancestor's services and her line of descent with the Registrar, 
who shall send a duplicate to the Registrar General, and any 
woman, a citizen of Kentucky, who complies with this require- 
ment, shall have her name placed upon the roll of honorary 
membership, and shall not be subjected to the payment of 
initiation fees and dues, but shall not be entitled to vote nor 
hold office in this Society; and all women whose names are 
now upon the roll of membership shall, from and after this 
date, be regarded as honorary members only. 
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Section 4. The official designation of the members of the 
Society of the Sons of the American Revolution shall be " Com- 
patriots." 

ARTICLE V. 

The officers of the Society shall be a President, a Vice-Presi- 
dent, a Secretary, a Treasurer, a Registrar, Historian, and Chap- 
lain, and a Board of Managers consisting of those officers and 
the Chairman of each Chapter, ex officio, and eight (8) other 

members. 

ARTICLE VI. 

By-Laws and Standing Rules and Regulations not inconsistent 
with this Constitution may be adopted, and may provide for the 
imposition of dues, fees, and penalties, and for the expulsion or 
suspension of any member enrolled, who, by a conduct incon- 
sistent with a gentleman and a man of honor, or by an opposition 
to the interests of the community in general or the organization 
in particular, or for any cause, may render himself unworthy to 
continue a member. The By-Laws, however, may provide for 
the restoration to membership of any member thus suspended or 
expelled, unless the cause of expulsion involve turpitude or 
moral unworthiness. They may provide for the filling of vacant 
offices, and for the election of delegates to the National Society. 

ARTICLE VII. 

Every member shall declare upon his honor that he will con- 
form to this Constitution and observe the By-Laws, Rules and 
Regulations, made in pursuance thereof, and endeavor to pro- 
mote the purposes of this Institution. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

No question involving the party politics of the day within 
the United States shall ever be discussed or considered in any 
meeting of the Society. 

ARTICLE IX. 

This Constitution may be altered, amended, or repealed by a 
vote of three fourths of the members of the Society present at a 
regular meeting, provided the changes are not inconsistent with 
the Constitution of the National Society. 
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SECTION I. 

The form of application for membership in this Society shall 
be that form required by the National Society, and members 
shall be elected in the following manner : Candidates must send 
their application in duplicate, with documents or other proof of 
qualification for membership, together with the amount of the 
initiation fee and first annual dues, to the Registrar, who shall 
submit such application to the Board of Managers, and, upon a 
favorable report, in which two-thirds of the members present 
concur, the application will be forwarded to the Registrar Gen- 
eral, and, upon his approval, the applicant will be declared a 
member. After such election, the Registrar shall enter such 
name upon the rolls of the Society, and notify the new member 
of his election. In the event an application is rejected, the 
amount of the initiation fee and dues shall immediately be 
returned to the applicant. 

SECTION II. 

The initiation fee shall be five dollars ($5.00) ; the annual 
dues, two dollars ($2.00). The payment at one time of fifty 
dollars ($50.00) shall constitute a life member ; and the member 
so paying shall be exempt from the payment of annual dues. 

SECTION III. 

A member who shall remain in arrears for dues for three 
months after notice of his indebtedness has been sent him, may 
be dropped from the rolls in the following manner : The name of 
the delinquent shall be sent to the Registrar by the Treasurer, 
and the Registrar shall thereupon drop said name from the roll, 
and notify the person whose name is so dropped, and state to 
him the cause. And should said member fail to reinstate himself 
within six months, as hereinafter provided in Section IV, the 
Registrar shall notify the Registrar General of the National 
Society that he may erase said name from the National rolls. 
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SECTION IV. 



Any member whose name has been dropped by reason of 
failure to pay the annual dues, may, upon full payment of all 
arrears within six months, be reinstated by the Registrar, upon 
said payment being certified to him by the Treasurer; but a 
failure to pay in full within six months shall be a forfeiture of 
membership in this Society, and the member so forfeiting his 
membership shall not be reinstated unless he can show to the 
Board of Managers some extraordinarj'^ reason for his delin- 
quency. A majority vote of the Board shall be sufficient to 

determine. 

SECTION V. 

The Society shall hold an annual meeting on the 19th day of 
October (the anniversary of the surrender at Yorktown), except 
when such date shall fall on Sunday, in which event the meet- 
ing shall be held on the following Wednesday, in each and every 
year, the place of meeting to be selected by a majority vote of 
the Board of Managers, at which a general election of officers by 
ballot shall take place. In such election a majority of the bal- 
lots given for any officer shall constitute a choice ; but if, on the 
first ballot, no person shall receive such majority, then a further 
balloting shall take place, in which a plurality of votes given for 
any officer shall determine the choice. 

SECTION VI. 

At all meetings of the Society five (5) members shall con- 
stitute a quorum for the transaction of busiijess. 

SECTION VII. 

The President, or in his absence the Vice-President, or in his 
absence a Chairman pro tempore^ shall preside at all meetings of 
the Society and of the Board of Managers, and shall exercise the 
usual functions of a presiding officer, under Cushing's Manual 
or House Rules, subject to an appeal to the Society in proper 
cases under those rules. He shall also perform such other duties 
on behalf of the Society, either personally or by correspondence, 
as it or the Board of Managers may find desirable or necessary,

or as customarily appertain to his office, and he shall enforce a 
strict observance of the Constitution, By-Laws, and Standing 
Regulations. 

In case of the death, resignation, neglect to serve, or inability 
from any cause of the President to act, the duties of the office 
shall devolve on the Vice-President until the vacancy caused by 
such decease, resignation, or neglect to serve shall be filled, or 
until the inability shall cease. 

SECTION VIII. 

The Secretary shall conduct the general correspondence of 
the Society. He shall have charge of the seal, certificate of in- 
corporation, by-laws, and records of the Society. He, together 
with the presiding officer, shall certify all acts of the Society. 
He shall, under the direction of the President or Vice-President, 
give due notice of the time and place of all meetings of the 
Society, and attend the same. He shall keep fair and accu- 
rate records of all the proceedings and orders of the Society, 
and shall give notice to the several officers of all votes, orders, 
resolves, and proceedings of the Society affecting them, or 
appertaining to their respective duties. In his absence from 
any meeting, a Secretary pro tempore may be designated therefor, 

SECTION IX. 

The Treasurer shall collect and keep the funds and securities 

of the Society; they shall be deposited in some bank or savings 

institute in this State, to the credit of the Society, and shall be 

drawn thence on the check of the Treasurer for the purposes of 

the Society only. Out of these funds he shall pay such sums 

only as may be ordered by the Society, or by the Board of 

Managers. He shall keep a true account of his receipts and 

payments, and, at each annual meeting, render the same to the 

Society, when a committee shall be appointed to audit his 

accounts. 

SECTION X. 

If from the annual report of the Treasurer there shall appear 
to be a deficit, no appropriation of money shall be made for any 
object, but the necessary current expenses of the Society, until 
such deficit shall have been paid.

SECTION XL 



The Registrar shall keep a roll of members, and in his hands 
shall be lodged all the proofs of membership qualification, and 
all the historical and geographical papers, manuscript or other, of 
which the Society may become possessed ; and who, under the 
direction of such Board of Managers, shall, for adequate com- 
pensation, keep copy of such similar documents as the owners 
thereof may not be willing to leave permanently in the keeping 
of the Society. At each annual meeting of the Society he shall 

make a general report. 

SECTION XII. 

The Board of Managers shall be: the President, Vice-Pres- 
ident, Secretary, Treasurer, Registrar, Historian, and the Chair- 
man of each Chapter, and Chaplain, ex officio, and eight other 
members, who shall be elected at the annual meeting in every 
year, in the same manner as the officers of the Society and the 
Chairman of each local Chapter. 

They shall judge of the qualification of every candidate who 
shall make proper application for admission to the Society, and 
shall have power to admit him to membership therein, two thirds 
of the members present concurring, if found eligible under the 
Constitution. 

They shall, through the Secretary, call special meetings of 
the Society at any time, upon the written request of fifteen 
members of the Society, and at such other times as they them- 
selves may see fit; and they may arrange for commemorative 
celebrations by the Society. 

They shall recommend plans to the Society for promoting its 
purposes, and, when practical, may digest and prepare business 
for its meetings. 

They shall generally superintend the interests and shall have 
the control and management of the affairs and funds of the 
Society, as authorized bj'^ law. They shall also perform such 
duties as may be prescribed by the Constitution or By-I^aws, or 
required by any Standing Regulation or resolve of the Society. 
They shall be competent to consent to and to accept the resigna- 
tion or voluntary withdrawal from membership of any enrolled 
member of the Society. 
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They shall supervise all publications issued in its name, and 
they may require the attendance of any member of the Society 
enrolled therein, or any committee thereof, at any meeting for 
consultation and advice. 

They shall meet as often as they desire, or at the call of the 
President, or upon the written request of any three members of 
the same. 

They may, by a two thirds vote of the members present at 
any meeting, for reasons satisfactory to said Board, remit the 
annual dues of any delinquent, and may, if they see fit, admit 
any one to membership without the payment of initiation fee. 

Three members of the Board of Managers shall be a quorum 
for the transaction of business. 

The President and the Secretary of the Society shall be 
respectively the Chairman and the Secretary, ex officio, of the 
Board of Managers, but in the absence of either or both at any 
meeting, the place of either or both may be filled pro tempore by 
election from among the members present at such meeting. 

The minutes of the Board shall be kept in a book provided 
specially for that purpose, and such book shall be in the custody 
of the Secretary of the Society. In the event the Secretary of 
the Society be absent from any meeting of the Board, the Secre- 
tary pro tempore shall furnish him with a record of the proceed- 
ings, and it shall be the Secretary's duty to transcribe the same 
in the record book of the Board. 

The Board of Managers shall expel any enrolled member of 
this Society who, by a conduct inconsistent with a gentleman 
and a man of honor, or by an opposition to the interests of the 
community in general or of this Society in particular, may ren- 
der himself unworthy to continue a member, or who shall per- 
sistently transgress or, without good excuse, willfully neglect the 
performance of any obligation enjoined by the Constitution, or 
by these By-Laws, or by any Standing Regulation of this Society. 
Provided, that he shall be given at least ten days' notice of the 
complaint preferred against him, and of the time and place for 
hearing the same, and thereby be afforded an opportunity to 
be heard in person or by counsel. 

Whenever the cause of expulsion shall not have involved 
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turpitude nor moral unworthiness, any member thus expelled 
may, upon the recommendation of the Board of Managers, but 
not otherwise, be restored to membership by the Society at any 
meeting. 

Whenever an oflScer of this Society shall die, resign, or neglect 
to serve, or be unable to properly perform the duties of his office 
by reason of absence, sickness, or other cause, the Board of Man- 
agers shall have power to appoint a member to such office pro 
tempore y who shall act in such capacity until the Society shall elect 
a successor, or until the inability due to "absence, sickness, or 
other cause " shall cease. Provided, however, that the office of 
President shall not thus be filled by the Board of Managers when 
there shall be a Vice-President to enter upon its duties. 

Subject to these provisions, all officers of the Society, and the 
members of the Board of Managers, shall, from the time of their 
election or appointment, continue in their respective offices until 
the next annual meeting, and until their respective successors 
shall be duly chosen and qualified. 

The Board of Managers shall hold a meeting during the 
month of March in every year, at which meeting they shall, by a 
majority vote, elect delegates from this Society to the Annual 
Convention of the National Society, as provided in Article VII, 
Sections i and 3, Constitution of National Society of the Sons of 
the American Revolution. 

SECTION XIII. 

No resignation or voluntary withdrawal from membership of 
any member enrolled in this Society shall become effective as a 
release from the obligations thereof, unless consented to and 
accepted by the Board of Managers. 

SECTION XIV. 

A certificate of membership, as furnished b}'' the National 
Society through its Registrar, shall be ordered by the Secretary 
of this Society for any member in good standing who shall make 
application therefor, and who shall pay to the Secretary in 
advance the price thereof.* 

* By resolutiun of the Board of Managers all who pay five dollars initiation fee get 
the certificate without additional cost ; other members can obtain them of the Secretary 
for I1.25. 
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Before delivering such certificate, the member to receive the 
same shall be required to sign the following obligation: 

*' I hereby promise, upon honor, that should I ever, from any 
cause, cease to be a member of the Kentucky Society of the Sons 
of the American Revolution I will return, without unnecessary 
delay, and at my own expense, to the Secretary of said Society, 
the Certificate of Membership issued to me by the National 
Society of the Sons of the American Revolution, and counter- 
signed by the officers of the Kentucky Society.'* 

Upon the return of any Certificate of Membership the Sec- 
retary shall destroy the same. 

SECTION XV. 

It shall be the duty of every member to inform the Secretary, 
by written communication, of his place of residence, and of any 
change thereof, and of his post-office address. 

Service of any notice under the Constitution or under these 
By-Laws upon any member of the Society, addressed to him at 
his last recorded place of residence or post-office address, and 
forwarded by mail, shall be deemed sufficient service of such 
notice. 

SECTION XVI. 

Ayes and nays shall be called at any meeting of the Society,, 
upon the demand of five members. 

SECTION XVII. 

No alteration of the By-Laws of this Society shall be made,, 
unless siich alteration shall be adopted by a two thirds majority 
of the members present at a meeting of the Society. 

SECTION XVIII. 

Annual dues shall be payable on the 19th day of October in 
each and every year. Members joining the Society between 
October 19th and July ist shall pay full dues. Members joining 
between July ist and October 19th shall pay no dues. 
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SECTION XIX. 

Whenever there shall be seven or more members of this 
Society, resident in a County of this State, they may, on applica- 
tion to the Board of Managers, be authorized to form a Chapter, 
to which they may give a name, and the Board of Managers will 
assign a number. 

The officers of a Chapter shall be a Chairman, a Vice-Chair- 
man, and a Secretary, who shall look after the Society's interest 
in their own County. No more than one Chapter shall be 
formed in a County. 

Every application for membership in the Society from a res- 
ident of a County where there is a Chapter, must be approved by 
the Chapter. No person shall be a member of a Chapter who is 
not a member of this Society. 

Members of the Society of Cincinnati, and sister Societies of 
the Sons of the American Revolution and honorary members of 
this Society, may be honorary members of a Chapter. Chapters 
may make their own By-Laws, provided they do not conflict 
with the Constitution and By-Laws of this Society, and further 
provided that they be approved by the Board of Managers.

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The address of Mr. Jennings was an admirable one, and 
should be read carefully by every one, and is given, as follows : 

Fellow-citizens^ Ladies and Gentlemen : 

On this lovely day — "a day for pleasure and patriotism" — beneath 
the overarching firmament of blue which curtains the throne-room of 
the God of our fathers and our God, we are met to rehearse the heroism 
of our fathers and to renew our vows of enthusiastic devotion to our 
country, their blood-bought gift to us and to our children forever. 

We are here by invitation of the Kentucky Society of the Sons of 
the American Revolution " to have an old-fashion Fourth of July celebra- 
tion." They mourn the decadence in the observance of this day, so sacred 
to our fathers, and would restore it to its old-time dignity and importance 
as the great National Festival. For this they deserve and have our 
unstinted praise. Right gladly do we accept their call to aid in making 
the day an occasion for arousing the spirit of pure Americanism and 
creating a higher ideal of citizenship. 

That old seer, John Adams, prophesied that this would be " through 
all succeeding generations a day of illuminations and bonfires and ora- 
tions and exultations, and reverent thanks to Almighty God." That he 
was a prophet of truth, and not of error, he will yet prove himself to 
have been in spite of the past neglect of the day. 

The causes of the decline in the observance of the day are worthy of 
consideration. It may be that its profanation by turgid eloquence and 
windy rhetoric — a style so exaggerated, so high-flown, that it has been 
branded with the appropriate name, " the spread-eagle " style, and by the 
too free adoption of the advice that every true citizen ought to get 
gloriously drunk on the Fourth of July, abuses which made the day a 
reproach rather than an honor to our nation, caused a reaction which, 
after the tendency of all reactions, has gone to the opposite extreme of 
entire disregard. 

Doubtless, also, the day lost something of its sweet significance in 
tnose troublous times when our country was rent in twain, when State 
took up arms against State, when brother opposed brother on battle-field; 
and in those subsequent years when the wounds were healing but the 
pain lingered. Then some at least of our people felt that the nation was 
theirs by constraint and not by choice, and the day aroused no emotion of 
patriotism. But now that the jarring discords of war have given place to 
the harmony of these last decades — a harmony that, please God, may 
never again be disturbed — it is both fit, and it is the prompting of all our 
hearts, that we meet together as one people, united in the love of our 
common flag, to celebrate our nation's birthday. 

But the non-observance of the day is due, more than to all else, to the 
presence in our midst of very many thousands of men who are not only 
not in sympathy with, but are ignorant of, our national traditions and the 
principles of our government. 

A few years ago George W. Curtis said : " To-morrow is the Fourth of 
July. It is our national festival. Yet half the population of our greatest 
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city will have no knowledge of the sublime significance of the day, no 
kindling pride, no arousing enthusiasm as the stars and stripes greet the 
auspicious morning." The same is true in 1895, not only of New York, 
but in a measure of all parts of our land. 

This leads us to consider some arguments for the revival of this na- 
tional festival. It serves to Americanize the masses of foreigners who are 
crowding in upon us. Henry Clay long ago heard " the tread of coming 
millions." But, prophet though he was. Clay never dreamed of the vast- 
ness of these multitudes of immigrants. Statistics show that " during 
the last ten years we have suffered a peaceful invasion by an army more 
than four times as vast as the estimated number of Goths and Vandals 
that swept over Southern Europe and overwhelmed Rome. During the 
past one hundred years 15,000,000 foreigners have made their homes in 
the United States, and three fourths of them have arrived since 1850, and 
5,248,000 have arrived since 1880." That these have not been assimilated 
is attested by the fact that we have an Irish vote, a German vote, a Mor- 
mon vote, a Socialist vote. The peril of such a state of affairs needs no 
demonstration. These foreigners must be Americanized. This daj^ and 
days like this, with its manifested enthusiasm for our country, its rehearsal 
of the daring deeds of our fathers, its exposition of the privileges and 
possibilities of our citizenship, does more than all else to instruct and 
unify these diverse elements. It is the great laboratory of patriotism in 
which 

" Freedom's chemistry combines 
The alien elements of man." 

The observance of this day will do more than all else to prevent dis- 
ruption and perpetuate our Union. Mr. Depew says so eloquently: 
"There is this peculiarity about nations who properly regard and 
properly reverence their origin, their heroes, their founders, that no inter- 
nal dissension and no external force can ever succeed in keeping them in 
subjection. There is this peculiarity about nations and peoples who have 
no reverence for the past, no glorifying and enlarging of their history — 
that they are easily conquered, and their territory disappears from the 
map of nations. The most remarkable example of this principle is 
the German people. For two thousand j-ears they have been the buffets 
of wars, of invasions ; but they have never been successfully conquered 
and kept in subjection. The memory of their chieftains who fought and 
finally defeated the Roman legions under the greatest generals of ancient 
times kept their patriotism alive, kept their determination to be a free and 
united people always vigorous and strong. The memory and the worship 
and the enlargement of the heroism of Frederick the Great unified the 
German people and created the German empire the mightiest nation in 
Europe to-day. Because Rome, two thousand years ago, was mistress of 
the world, the Italian people, bearing it in mind, learning it in their 
schools, having it stamped upon their hearts and upon their brains, 
worked, labored, fought, and died until Rome again was the capital of 
Italy." 
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The day, then, has its uses. It is ordained for the renaissance of 
patriotism. 

Some one says that our goodly land — and who of us does not believe 
it the best on God's green earth? — is both a'result and a prophecy. Our 
own historian, Motley, declares that "the American democracy is the 
result of all that was great in bygone times. All led up to it. It em- 
bodies all. Sinai is in it, Greece is in it, and so is Egypt, and so is Rome, 
and so is England. All the arts are in it, and all the reformations and all 
the discoveries." But let us not forget that, while our citizenship is the 
resultant of all that is great in the past, it was our noble fathers of the 
Revolution who crystallized all this for us in the Declaration and the 
Constitution. We honor their memory to-day. 

" What men we had, how strong: their hold 
On stalwart liberty ! 
Cast in what flawless hero mold 
Those leaders of the free I " 

Not their great wisdom as evinced in comprehensive statesmanship, 
not their manliness as manifested on the field of battle, but chiefly their 
incorruptible moral worth is the secret of the grandeur and success of 
their work. And we would be both ungallant and unfllial if we did not 
pay loving tribute to the memory of the mothers of the Revolution also. 
Let us drink to the toast proposed some years ago at a New England din- 
ner : " To our Revolutionary mothers, who endured all that the Revolu- 
tionary fathers endured, and endured the Revolutionary fathers besides ! " 

But it has been said that our country is a prophecy as well as a result. 
The quotation from Motley recited just now concludes with the sublime 
statement that America, " as it fronts the future carries in itself prophetic 
eras which shall eclipse all." If our past is the crystallization of all that 
is best in the ancient civilizations, our mission is also the combined mis- 
sion of Greece and Rome and Judea. We stand triply " for the culture 
of the Greek, the law of the Roman, the reverence of the Hebrew." "As 
to America," said Lord Macaulay, " I appeal to the twentieth century." If 
the doubt and distrust which are hidden in this remark are to be proved 
groundless, if our country is to fulfill this her glorious threefold mission, 
we must to-day talk not only of our privileges and glories, but of our 
duties as well. We are here to consider, not with the modern socialist 
what the government owes to us, but what we owe to the government 
The successful accomplishment of our country's mission depends upon 
its people, upon you and me, more than does any other country under 
heaven upon its citizens, because here the people are sovereign. 

Mr. McKinley never uttered truer words than when he said not long 
ago, " In no country is there so much devolving upon the people relating 
to government as in ours. Unlike any other nation, here the people rule, 
and their will is the supreme law. It is sometimes sneeringly said by 
those who do not like free government, that here we count heads. True, 
heads are counted, but brains also. And the general sense of sixty-three 
millions of free people is better and safer than the sense of any favored 
few, born to nobility and ruling by inheritance. This nation, if it would 
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continue to lead in the race of progress and liberty, must do it through 

the intelligence and conscience of its people. Every honest and God* 

fearing man is a mighty factor in the future of the Republic." We need 

to remember 

" What constitutes a State ? 
Not high-raised battlements and labored mound, 
Thick wall or moated gate ; 

Not cities proud with spires and turrets crowned ; 
Not bays and broad-armed ports, 
Where, laughing at the storm, proud navies ride ; 
Not starred and spangled courts, 
Where low-browed baseness wafts perfumes to pride ; 
No ! Men I High-minded men — 
Men who their duties know, 
But know their rights — and knowing, dare maintain ! " 

Our first duty to our country is to be men, men of sturdy patriotism 
like that of our fathers. According as we are such will our country rise 
to greater heights or sink to the depths. 

As patriots we can not forget that our liberty is set about with dan- 
gers many and mighty. I can not do more than mention the more prom- 
inent To foreignism, with its hydra-head, we have already alluded. 
That corruption in all things political and civil is taken for granted as a 
matter of course is a peril of incalculable moment. Demagogism and 
bossism in politics are both rampant and powerful. Political churchism 
struggles ceaselessly to get control of our public schools and our public 
monies and convert them into agencies of sectarian and alien prop- 
agandism. The saloon not only sends annually to their graves eighty 
thousand young men, the flower of our youth, not only devastates unnum-" 
bered homes, but dominates our elections and our national policy. 
Socialism, which heretofore seemed confined to European countries, is 
now seeking its solution in our land and exposing us to consequent 
danger. Here votes are bought and sold with scarcely an attempt at 
secrecy, thus perverting our very birthright, for which our fathers paid 
their blood, into an article of common merchandise. Worse still is the 
increasing evil of the sale of law. " The making and administration of 
law have become ajQfected by a money interest." 

As lovers of country we must face and fight these foes to our national 
liberty and life. The ballot is our alone and all-sufficient weapon of 
attack. Through our suffrages we are to conserve our freedom. 

But just here lies the supreme danger, that which gives to the perils 
already mentioned their tremendous advantage. Political indiflferentism, 
in consequence of which men of business ability and moral integrity 
stay away from the polls, or rather from the caucuses and primaries, 
results in surrendering the elections of the country to heelers, bosses, 
saloon men, rings, and other disreputable people and organizations. The 
computation has been made carefully that in 1888 there were 4,000,000 
absentees from the polls. About every fourth man was an absentee: 
80,000 sons of Ohio absent, 195,000 sons of Pennsylvania absent, 280,000 
sons of New York absent. In New York City in 1885, of 260,000 voters, 
only 200,000 cast votes ; and less than 25,000 attended the caucuses. That

is, 60,000 men were absent altogether from the elections, and 25,000 caucus 
men controlled the 200,000 voters. One man at the caucus was equal to 
four men at the polls. This sin is most heinous. There is not one bit of 
the spirit of 1776 in it. It is the very opposite of patriotism. And mark 
you, it is the sin not of the ignorant, but of the educated ; not of the poor, 
but of the wealthy ; not of those who are out of business, but those who 
are successful in business; not of the vicious, but of the moral. The 
very men who, from pressure of business or from disgust at modern polit- 
ical nastiness, stay away are the men most needed in the caucuses and 
primaries. No wonder that the sneer has gone abroad that " patriotism 
is the last resort of knaves." If it be so, it is the fault of the stay-at- 
homes on election days. Some one has said, and truly, that the duty of 
voting to-day is just as sacred as that of signing the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence was to our fathers. In the burning words of Mr. Curtis, " Men 
stay at home not knowing that there is any thing to be done, not caring to 
know, cultivating the feeling that politics are the same and dirty, and 
politicians, vulgar bullies and bravoes. . . . Remember that it is not a 
government mastered by ignorance, it is a government betrayed by intel- 
ligence; it is not the victory of the slums, but the strength of the 
schools; it is not that bad men are politically shrewd, it is that good 
men are political infidels and cowards." Let us learn this afternoon that 
as patriots it is our duty, no matter how wearisome or repulsive it may be, 
to take " constant and active practical participation in the details of poli- 
tics, without which the conduct of public affairs falls into the control of 
selfish, venal, and crafty men." With our ballots let us fight to maintain 
our national freedom. 

To this duty here and now we consecrate ourselves. 

" O, land of lands ! To thee we give 

Our prayers, our hopes, our service free ; 
Forthee thy sons will nobly live 
And at thy need will die for thee." 

While to-day we read the Declaration of Independence which our 
fathers framed, let us, their sons, formulate*'and read with it a Declaration 
of Dependence. When Columbus discovered America, he took possession 
of it in the name of the King and Queen of Spain. When our Pilgrim 
Fathers landed they took possession in the name of the Lord God 
Almighty. Since then God has been our nation's God, and His blessing 
the chief factor in her progress. What we are we owe to Him. We need 
to-day to renew our oath of allegiance to Him. We need to declare afresh 
our trust in that same God, under Whose smile, and in accordance with 
Whose laws, our country's foundations were laid.* I breathe the prayer 
offered by Dr. Stryker on a like occasion: "Thou Who didst steer the 
little 'Mayflower* to her desired haven, bring America to port! Grant 
that upon this gathering of the people our dear flag may shine with the 
light of an evangel, pure as the sweet influence of the Pleiades and firm 
as the bands of Orion. Thou Who dost guide Arcturus, grant that those 
stars may glow in the coronet of Christ. In the enthusiasm of loyalty to 
God and serried against the evils and forebodings of the time, we will 
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inarch in the footsteps of a believing ancestry. lyet every flagstaff and 
belfry, every throbbing dome and thundering canpon, every eloquent 
orator and voice of multitudes, every prayer of gratitude and every tear 
of joy, carry the name that is above every name, and swear it with a 
mighty oath ; this is our God, as He was our fathers' God, and He shall 
be ours forever and forever! and we can say with all high confidence, 
after the great poet now asleep, 

'"Are there thunders moaning in the distance? 
Are there specters moving in the darkness? 
Trust the Hand of Light will guide His people 
Till the thunders pass, the specters vanish, 
And the light is victor, and the darkness 
Dawns into the Jubilee of the Ages.' " 

A traveler reminds us that in Athens is the beautiful statue, the Wing- 
less Victory. The chiseled figure has no wings, and is stooping down to 
unloose her sandals, as though to wander never again. In Athens, Victory 
has found her abiding place. Lo ! as we have been here renewing our 
vows of devotion to our country's service, and have been reading our 
Declaration of Dependence on the God of our fathers, with the eyes of 
my faith I behold Victory sent from the throne of God; hither she flies, 
and, planting her feet on this dear land, she puts aside her wings, unbinds 
her sandals, and with loud voice proclaims, *' This, forevermore, is * The 
Land of the Free * because *The Home of the Brave ' !"

Election of Officers for 1895-1896. 

The seventh annual meeting of the Kentucky Society, Sons 
of the American Revolution, was held October 19, 1895, at the 
Kenton Club. 

President Taylor called the meeting to order at 7:45 p. m., 
with a good attendance of members present. 

The Secretary read the minutes of the last annual meeting 
and called meeting, which were both approved. The Secretary's 
report was read and ordered to be filed. 

The Treasurer's report was then read, which showed a balance 
on hand of $51.08. The Treasurer also reported that a very 
large number of the members had not paid their dues for the 
past year. The report was received and ordered filed. . 

The Registrar's report showed that during the year eleven 
(11) new members have been admitted. Three Sons of Rev- 
olutionary Soldiers have died, namely, Governor Anderson, Ben- 
jamin Allin, and Lewis Harvie. 

The Secretary's report brought up the Year Book, with offers 
proffered by Mr. A. C. Quisenberry. After discussion as to the 
probable cost. Judge Bruce moved that a committee of three (3) 
be appointed to look into the matter and report to the Board of 
Managers. The President named Judge Bruce, James F. Buck- 
ner, and Charles I<. Lehman on this committee. Upon motion 
of Dr. Thomas Page Grant, seconded by several, the Constitution 
and By-Laws were so changed that the office of Historian should 
be separated from that of Registrar, and creating the office of 
Chaplain, and that the Board of Managers should be eight (8) in 
place of four (4), in addition to the officers. 

The meeting then went into an election of officers, with the 
following result :

Secretary — George Twyman Wood. 

Registrar — Thomas Page Grant. 
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Treasurer — ^John Franklin Lewis. 

Historian — Thomas Speed. 

Chaplain — Reverend T. D. Witherspoon, D. D., LL. D. 

Board of Managers — Thomas H. Taylor, A. M. Rutledge, 
John F. Henry, Judge H. Bruce, Mason Brown Barret, Ramsey 
Washington, Newport. 

Upon motion the meeting left the other places vacant, to be 
filled by the Board of Managers. 

Upon motion the Historian was instructed to prepare suitable 
resolutions on the death of Governor Charles Anderson, Lewis 
Harvie, and Benjamin AUin, to be presented at the first meeting 
of the Board of Managers. 

After which, the meeting adjourned to the dining-room, where 
a handsome table was set for twenty persons. Owing to the 
annual meeting coming on Saturday, the Board of Managers 
determined to make the annual dinner informal. In absence of 
the new President, his brother, Mr. James F. Buckner, was asked 
to preside, which he did in a most admirable manner. 

The guest of the evening was Mr. Levering, of La Fayette, 
Indiana, who gave a very interesting talk. Judge Bruce, Mr. 
Watkins, of the Courier-Journal, Mr. Poston, and Dr. Thomas 
Page Grant also gave a little talk. At eleven o'clock the party 
adjourned to the music hall and were highly entertained by Mr. 
Levering with some good music. 

After singing " My Country," the meeting adjourned.

Note. — Since the election Mr. I^ewis has resigned as Treasurer, and his place filled 
by Mr. Cary Harrison Bacon, and Mr. J. F. I^ewis was elected a mecsber of the Board of 
Managers. 
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Instractions to Applicants. 

The application must be presented in duplicate, upon the 
forms issued by the Society. 

The records of the ancestor's military service should be given 
fully but concisely. 

The Society does not accept encyclopedias, genealogical 
works, or town or county histories, except such as contain rosters 
as authorities for proofs of service. 

In referring to printed works, the volume and page should be 
given. 

^References to authorities, in manuscript, must be accompanied 
by certified copies, and authentic family records must be submit- 
ted if required. 

Every application must be signed by the applicant, and sworn 
to by him, and // must be indorsed by two members of the Society, 

When the applicant is not personally known to any member 
of the Society, whom he can ask to recommend his application, 
he must submit to the Secretary, when he files his papers, the 
names of two reputable citizens of the State to whom he refers 
by permission. 

When an applicant claims descent from more than one Revo- 
lutionary ancestor, then "Supplementary" applications must be 
m^de in duplicate for each ancestor. 

Supplementary claims are to be treated in form and procedure 
precisely as original applications. No extra cost for filing sup- 
plementary claims. 

The Registrar, having considerable experience in assisting 
gentlemen in making researches to find proof of ancestors* serv- 
ice, would caution applicants that very little dependence can be 
placed on " family tradition " as to the rank held by the ancestor. 

If family genealogies were to be taken as evidence, or the 
war stories handed down from one generation to another believed, 
it would demonstrate that the army of the Revolutionary War 
was composed of all majors and colonels. The soldiers of that 
struggle were held with such veneration by their neighbors and 
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friends that, when they reached a good old age, nearly all were 
dubbed, by courtesy, major or colonel, and family tradition has 
handed these courtesy titles down to posterity. Again, many 
were officers of militia after the war and obtained titles this way. 
So when the official records are examined they disclose an alto- 
gether different rank, or, as it is often the case, no rank at all, 
and applicants are disappointed. 

To begin to make a search for proofs, the applicant must 
know the State the ancestor served from, and in writing officials 
simply ask ** for the military service of A. B., said to have been 
a soldier in the Revolutionary War," and they will inform you 
what rank they find, and any other data the records show. Also 
give the name of town or county he served from if you know. 
And correspond with the following officials and others named in 
the various States for certificates of military service, and the fees 
for same : 

Maine. Write C. J. House, Bureau Industrial and Labor 
Statistics, Augusta, Maine. Will make copies of services on file 
at the ordinary price for type-writing services. 

Vermont. Write General T. S. Peck, Adjutant General, 
Montpelier. No charge for making research, but when name is 
found the charge is $2.00 for furnishing certificate. 

New Hampshire. Write Hon. Ezra S. Sterns, Secretary ot 
State, Concord. No charge for making research, but where name 
is found, the charge is $3.00 for furnishing certificate. 

Massachusetts. Write Hon. William H. Olin, Secretary of 
State, Boston. No charge for making researches, but where 
name is found, the charge is $1.00 for furnishing certificate. 

Rhode Island. Write Hon. George H. Utter, Secretary of 
State, Providence. The charge for making research is $2.00, and 
where the name is found and a certificate furnished, $1.00 more, 
or $3.00 in all. 

Connecticut. This State has published a very complete 
roster, containing 27,000 names, which volume is in the Polytech- 
nic Library, Louisville. 

New York. This State has published a roster, containing 
40,000 names, which volume is in the Young Men's Mercantile 
Library, Cincinnati, Ohio. 
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New Jersey. This State published a very complete record, 
a copy of which is in the Pol5^echnic Library. Write Gen. Wm. 
S. Stryker, Adjutant General, Trenton. 

Pennsylvania. Write Dr. William H. Egle, State Libra- 
rian, Harrisburg, who will cause a search to be made to find the 
name, the fee for which will be $2.00, and if the name is found 
and a certificate furnished, $1.00 more, or $3.00 in all. 

Delaware. Write Hon. John D. Hawkins, Secretary of 
State, Dover. The rate for ofl&ce copies is two cents per line, 
and $1.00 for certificate. 

Maryland. Write Hon. Philip D. Laird, Annapolis, Com- 
missioner of the Land Office, who will make research for the 
name for 25 cents, and 75 cents additional for furnishing certifi- 
cate. 

Virginia. The Revolutionary records in this State are very 
meager, and it is difficult to find any thing, and consist mainly of 
the records of Land Bounty Warrants which were issued by the 
State to soldiers who served three years or more. Write Mr. W. 
G. Stanard, 314 W. Gary Street, Richmond, a gentleman highly 
recommended, who has given considerable attention to tracing 
Virginia genealogies, and will make research of every thing there 
is available at the State capital to find the name, for which he 
charges $1.00, to be paid in advance. If he finds the name he 
will notify applicant, and will charge $1.50 more to furnish cer- 
tificate of whatever he finds. 

North Carolina. Judge Walter Clark, of the Supreme 
Court, writes as follows: "The Revolutionary rolls of this State 
are irretrievably lost, and all that can be found is a list of the 
officers of the Tenth Continental Regiments for North Carolina, 
which were a very small part of the force North Carolina from 
time to time put in the field, and a few fragments of the roll of 
the rank and file of those regiments." 

Evidence of service in North Carolina may possibly be found 
in the State Library of Wisconsin in the Draper Collection. The 
State Librarian will furnish the information at the rate of 30 
cents per hour for his work. 

South Carolina. There are no rosters in existence of the 
Revolutionary soldiers from this State, so far as known. The 
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State has nothing. The New York Historical Society, 170 Sec- 
ond Avenue, New York City, has a few volumes containing some 
rosters of officers and privates, but very meager. 

Georgia. Write Wm. Hardin, Secretary Georgia Historical 
Society, Savannah, for information of Georgia soldiers. This 
Society has books and manuscripts which contain much useful 
information relating to the Revolutionary period. 

The fees should in all cases accompany the inquiry, and 
where no charge is made for research, if the name is not found 
the money will be returned by the officials. 

Every person admitted to membership in a State Society is 
entitled to a certificate, which is numbered by the Registrar Gen- 
eral and authenticated by the signature of the National officers 
and the officers of the Society in which the member is enrolled. 
It is further authenticated by the seal of the National Society on 
a gold surface. These certificates can be obtained by addressing 
the Secretary. 
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Description of Ingi^ia. 

The cross is of gold, having four arms with eight points, and 
is enameled white. It is the pattern of that of the Order of St. 
Louis of France, in compliment to that nation for the priceless 
aid she afforded in our hour of need and the valiant services of 
her sons in our struggle for liberty. The medallion which forms 
the center of the cross is of gold, and has on its obverse side a 
bust and medallion of Washington, surrounded by an amulet in 
blue enamel, bearing the motto of the Society, Libertas et Patriae 
in gold letters. 

The reverse is the same, except that the medallion has on it a 
figure of a Continental minute-man, surrounding which is an 
amulet of blue enamel, having on it the name of the Society in 
gold letters. 

Between the arms of the cross, surmounting the medallion, is 
a laurel wreath. Surmounting the cross is an American eagle. 

The whole is suspended by a ribbon of dark blue, having 
white edges, and is to be worn on the left breast on occasions of 
ceremony. 

THK ROSKTTK. 

The rosette is in form of a button with a raised cup, made 
from the ribbon forming a part of the principal decoration. It is 
to be worn in the upper left-hand button-hole of the coat on all 
occasions, at discretion, when the full insignia of the Order is not 
worn. 

The rosette, being of silk, is comparatively inexpensive, and 
is furnished by the Secretary of the National Society to Secre- 
taries of State Societies, from whom it may be ordered by indi- 
vidual members.

Introdaction. 



IN no State in the Union, perhaps, are there so many descend- 
ants of Revolutionary soldiers, in proportion to population, 
as in Kentucky, where, more than in any other State whatever, 
the blood of the fathers has been kept pure and free from inter- 
mixture with that of the post-revolutionary immigrants to our 
shores. Professor Shaler, in his charming work on his native 
State, says : "In Kentucky ... we shall find nearly pure 
English blood, mainly derived through the Old Dominion, and 
altogether from districts that shared the Virginia conditions. It 
is, moreover, the largest body of pure English folk that has, 
speaking generally, been separated from the mother country for 
two hundred years.'* In other words, the Kentuckians of to-day 
are mainly descended from people who, on an average, had 
already been established in Virginia, or some other American 
colony, for a hundred years when the Revolution began. Less 
than one per cent of the people of the State are descended from 
those people who came to this country subsequently to the war 
for independence. While Virginia furnished most of the origi- 
nal settlers of the State, Maryland, the Carolinas, and Pennsyl- 
vania each contributed not a few, and the other colonies, without 
exception, supplied some. 

Nearly all the original adult male settlers of the State had 
seen service in the Revolutionary War, and especially was this 
the case with those from Virginia, very many of whom had 
been granted lands in Kentucky by that State on account of 
their services in the war. Kentucky was then ** the great West** 
of the Union — the land of abundance and of promise — 

"The Unknown Land, that on the sunset rim 
Stretched over distance limitless and dim — 
Lay with its spread of plain and vale and hill, 
Beyond the eye, mysterious and still." 

So when the veteran patriots laid down their arms at the 
advent of the peace they had conquered, and returned to their 

(55) 
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homes broken in fortune, but rich in hope and courage, their 
eager eyes saw the brilliant bow of promise toward the land 
of the setting sun, and thither many thousands of them wended 
their way with wives and children and lares and penates, to build 
new homes and carve out new fortunes in the forests primeval. 

Such men, says Shaler, were, by their native strength and 
their deeds, the natural leaders in the new settlements, both in 
peace and in war. Thus the Kentucky spirit was the offspring 
of the Revolution. The combative spirit left by the war for 
independence was elsewhere overwhelmed by the tide of com- 
mercial life ; here it lived on, fed by tradition, and by a nearly 
continuous combat, down to the time of the Civil War. 

These men of the Revolution practically controlled affairs in 
Kentucky, and so long as they lived they were called upon to 
fill not only the highest but essentially all the public offices of 
the State, and their descendants have done so after them. The 
spirit of those old heroes is nowhere better exemplified than in 
the names given to the counties of the State as they were 
organized from time to time. Almost invariably some brilliant 
hero of the Revolution was honored at the creation of each new 
county, until later wars began to put forward new heroes to be 
honored. And even in the later wars many of the veterans of 
the Revolution, though beginning to bend beneath the weight of 
years, performed a full and noble share, often side by side in the 
ranks with their sons and grandsons, and under the command of 
their old leaders, who had learned war with Washington at Mon- 
mouth and at Trenton, and had suffered with him the hardships 
and privations of the historic camp at Valley Forge. In 1815, at 
New Orleans, " the hunters of Kentucky," who so signally 
defeated the British troops who later in the same year assisted 
in vanquishing the great Napoleon and his unparalleled **01d 
Guard " at Waterloo, reasserted that invincible courage by which 
they, or their fathers, had destroyed the haughty hosts of 
Patrick Ferguson at King's Mountain. 

" When Pakenham, with England's proudest means, 
Swept boldly down on salient New Orleans, 
Who held the sacred bonds of union then 
Like young Kentucky's stalwart riflemen ? " 
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lyyman Draper, one of the most accurate of historians, says 
that nearly all the men who served under Campbell and Shelby 
and Cleveland and Sevier at King's Mountain, settled in Ken- 
tucky either before or after the close of the Revolution. Isaac 
Shelby, one of the leaders in that great fray, became the first 
Governor of the State. What an honor it was for old Kentucky 
to become the home of such heroes ! 

Than King's Mountain there has scarcely been a more 
glorious battle in history; certainly no more glorious one in the 
history of America. When the darkest hour had arrived for the 
American cause, when even the most sanguine had begun to 
despair, and when the Southern colonies were almost totally sub- 
jugated and overrun by the victorious and arrogant hosts of the 
foe, suddenly a glorious light of hope and promise broke resplen- 
dently forth from a new and wholly unexpected quarter. A few 
hundred settlers on the Holston, the Nolichucky, and the 
Watauga, being threatened with invasion by Ferguson, who in 
derision called them " backwater men," quietly unhooked their 
horses from the plows, carried meal for bread in sacks across 
their saddles, and driving their beef on foot before them, swiftly 
crossed the Apalachian range, and, almost before the haughty 
Ferguson knew that danger was impending, they fell upon him 
at King's Mountain, and in about an hour annihilated his band 
of rough riders (equal in numbers to themselves), who with fire 
and brand and bloody hand had gloried in harrying the patriots 
of the Carolinas so unmercifully and cruelly. Then these 
" embattled farmers " quietly recrossed the mountains to their 
humble homes on " the back waters," and resumed their plow- 
ing. Their service had been entirely voluntary. They received 
no pay, were furnished no rations, transportation, arms, or equip- 
ments. They went at their own expense, and merely from a 
sense of duty, and having abated a nuisance that annoyed them, 
they resumed their daily avocations. To the credit of the Gov- 
ernment be it said, many of these men were afterward pensioned ; 
though, as they were not regularly in the service, they could not, 
under a strict construction of the law, be considered as entitled 
to pensions. 

Major Patrick Ferguson was one of the crack officers of the 
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British regulars, and had trained and drilled his troops until they 
were the best disciplined soldiers on the continent. The utter 
destruction of his force was the turning-point of the war, and 
from that time forth new courage animated the hearts of our 
ancestors, and they pressed steadily onward to the final victory at 
Yorktown, which gave us independence, and made it the highest 
honor in this land to-day to be a Son of the American Revolution. 
And let it never be forgotten that nearly all the victorious 
heroes of King's Mountain settled in Kentucky, and have there 
to-day thousands upon thousands of descendants ! 

The one event of the Revolution the most far-reaching and 
important in its results, was the conquest of the Illinois by that 
gallant Kentucky pioneer, George Rogers Clark, with a handful 
of Kentuckians and Virginians. The Virginians almost to a 
man afterward became Kentuckians. A more thrilling and 
romantic enterprise than the conquest of the Northwestern Ter- 
ritory has seldom, if ever, been recorded. 

By her charter Virginia possessed the great extent of country 
north of the Ohio and south of the lakes, but it was occupied by 
the British, who had posts at Kaskaskia and Vincennes. In the 
winter of 1777, General George Rogers Clark, then a citizen of 
the District of Kentucky, recognizing the importance to the 
American cause of Virginia holding her own, proposed to the 
Governor, Patrick Henry, to permit him lead an expedition for 
the reduction of those posts. Clark was thereupon supplied 
with means and with several companies of troops, partly from 
Virginia and partly from Kentucky, for this purpose ; and in the 
summer of 1778 he marched swiftly through the intervening 
wilderness with his small but stout-hearted band, and surprised 
and captured Kaskaskia, after which he proceeded to Vincennes 
and took that post also. Father Gibault, a priest, assembled the 
terrified French citizens in a church, assured them (as he was 
authorized by Clark to do) that the Americans were their friends, 
and they then " took the oath of allegiance to the Commonwealth 
of Virginia." The rolls of Clark's regiments, published here- 
with, show that he received many of these Franco- Virginians 
as recruits in the ranks of his little annv. 
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During the winter Colonel Hamilton, the Governor of Canada,^ 
advanced from Detroit and surprised and retook Vincennes, and, 
it was said, purposed during the coming spring to retake Kas- 
kaskia also, and then march southward and invade Kentucky. 

When this intelligence reached him, the intrepid Clark 
determined to literally " steal a march" on Hamilton, and by a 
vigorous 'and decisive winter campaign to frustrate his plans. 
The Kentuckians responded with encouraging alacrity to the 
summons to march against Hamilton, whom they greatly exe- 
crated because of his having inhumanly offered the Indians a 
premium for every Kentucky scalp they would bring him. The 
Kentuckians dubbed him " the Hair-buyer General." In Feb- 
ruary, 1779, General Clark set out from Kaskaskia with one hun- 
dred and fifty men and two small cannon ; and a march unparal- 
leled in history began. A detatchment was sent with the cannon 
to ascend the Wabash by boat; and Clark followed with his 
remaining troops by land. The weather was very cold, and the 
country through which they had to win their way was a dense, 
unbroken wilderness; but the dauntless Kentuckians pushed 
bravely onward until they reached the point, some fifteen or 
twenty miles from Vincennes, where the White River flows into 
the Wabash. For many miles around, the low grounds of the 
Wabash valley were covered with water to the depth of several 
feet, upon which thin ice had formed, and it seemed impossible to 
traverse them, but Clark determined to make the attempt. He 
and all his men blackened their faces with moistened gunpowder 
to give themselves an air of ferocity. A little drummer boy was 
placed upon the shoulders of a very tall man, " and was bade to 
beat for his life; " and then, to the music of the "spirit-stirring 
drum," Clark stepped gayly into the water, followed eagerly by 
his troops, and a terrible and unprecedented feat of war began. 

The water was often breast-deep to the tallest men, and was 
frozen, but the leaders broke the ice before them, and the others, 
holding their rifles and powder above their heads, struggled 
bravely on. As far as the eye could reach was an almost 
unbroken expanse of water. Small islands appeared here and 
there, but often they were four or five miles apart. The men in 
front sometimes reanimated those behind them by the false cry of 
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" land, ho ! " which quickly passed back along the line and gave 
new courage to those whose spirits were beginning to sink. But 
at last their courage and fortitude were rewarded, and they 
reached " a hill of dry land which was almost in sight of Vin- 
cennes, and here they heard the boom of its evening gun as they 
rested, while Clark dispatched a messenger who was directed to 
tell the people of the place that his friends might remain in their 
homes, but the friends of the King were to " repair to the fort 
and join the * Hair-buyer General.' " The wading was then 
resumed, and shortly they sat down before the fort, upon which 
fire was opened without delay, after some slight defenses had 
been hastily thrown up. 

Hamilton was taken completely by surprise, for it was con- 
sidered wholly impossible that any troops could have passed the 
widely-extended " drowned lands ; " but there they were, *' and 
looking like devils," with their powder-blackened faces. Hamil- 
ton made a stubborn resistance with both artillery and small 
arms, and for fourteen hours the darkness of the wilderness and 
of the night was lit up by the lurid flashes and the red glare of 
battle. At dawn Clark commanded him to surrender at once, 
saying that if he was compelled to storm the place the Governor 
** might depend upon such treatment as is justly due to a mur- 
derer." Hamilton declined to surrender, saying that he "was 
not disposed to be awed." But at length he proposed a truce 
which Clark refused to grant. He must "surrender at discre- 
tion," and so he did, on February 25, 1779, and the Kentuckians 
marched in with loud cheers, and raised again the American flag 
which has never since been lowered in all the Northwest Terri- 
tory by the hand of a foeman. 

Says the historian Cooke : " Fourteen hours of fighting 
between two inconsiderable bodies of troops decided who was to 
possess the entire region north of the Ohio. At the conclusion 
of peace, in 1783, the principle of the uti possidetis was adopted 
by the Commissioners, empowering Great Britain and the United 
States to remain in possession of all the territory which they 
held at the termination of the war. Upon this provision the 
Northwest Territory was claimed by the American Commission- 
ers on the ground of its capture by Clark and * the possession of 
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it by the Americans at the time of the conference.' The claim 
was acquiesced in, and the country accordingly fell to the United 
States." 

By this conquest the boundary line between the United 
States and Canada is the lakes instead of the Ohio River. 
Virginia, ** Mother of Statesmen and of States," ceded to the 
general government that vast empire won by Kentucky valor 
under the leadership of the young " Hannibal of the West," 
which now comprises five great States. 

Broadly speaking, every man, woman, and child who settled 
in Kentucky pridr to the close of the war in 1783 was a soldier 
of the Revolution. The settlement of the State began in 1775, 
contemporaneously with the breaking out of the war. About the 
first of June, 1775, a party of hunters camped for the night in 
the Kentucky forest at what is now known as the Royal Springs 
and so pleased were they with the surrounding country that they 
determined to take out patents for some of it and to found there 
a town. Professor Ranck says the name of the settlement that 
was to be was discussed with animation. One suggested *' York," 
another ** Lancaster," but both names were dropped with a shout 
for " Lexington " as the conversation turned to the strange news 
that had slowly crept through the wilderness, and which, after 
being weeks on the way, they had just heard, of how " King 
George's troops, on the 19th of April, had called Americans 
* rebels,' and had shot them down like dogs in Massachusetts 
Colony." The story of the christening of Lexington, the his- 
toric fact of how she got her name, is as romantic as the legend 
of the beautiful Princess Pocahontas, and is far more interesting, 
because more true than the one told of the founding of ancient 
Rome. The date of this occurrence is undisputed, and the fact 
itself is established by the concurrence of the highest authori- 
ties upon Kentucky history. Bancroft relates the incident in 
his description of the opening of the Revolution when he says 
that the spirit of independence " breathed its inspiring words to 
the first settlers of Kentucky, so that hunters who made their 
halt in the matchless valley of the Elkhorn commemorated the 
19th of April by naming their new encampment Lexington." 
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Professor Ranck adds, eloquently: "So the hunters called the 
new settlement 'Lexington* in memory of that bloody field 
hundreds of miles away. . . . How strange the story of that 
pioneer camp ! Here, more than a hundred years ago, when Ken- 
tucky was a wilderness province of the royal colony of Vir- 
ginia; here, far away from civilized life, in the heart of an 
unbroken forest, at the dead of night, a little band of adven- 
turers erected the first monument ever raised on this continent 
in honor of the first dead of the Revolution ! " 

There has been erected in Massachusetts to commemorate 
the battles of Lexington and Concord one of the most beautiful 
monuments in this or any other country, and it is graced by an 
inscription of those stirring lines by Emerson : 

"By the rude bridge that arched the flood, 
Their flag to April's breeze unfurled, 
Here once the embattled farmers stood. 
And fired the shot heard 'round the world." 

But that great event has a nobler monument still — ^the beau- 
tiful city of Lexington, founded almost contemporaneously with 
the event it commemorates by brave and patriotic men who were, 
at that very time, engaged in their way, and that by no means 
an unimportant one, in waging war for American independence. 
For Kentucky, in the manner of its settlement, was as a " flying 
wedge." There were no settlements to the north or south of it, 
though it made both possible in the after years. The wars 
waged upon the early Kentucky settlers by the Indians were 
incited by the British. Indeed, the savage foes of our fathers 
were often led by the British oflScers and under British colors. 
But the brave pioneers succeeded in holding these advanced 
outposts, and in so doing rendered their country a service that 
can not be too highly extolled. It was as signal a service as was 
rendered by the troops of the line at Saratoga, or Monmouth, or 
Yorktown, or elsewhere, for it held intact for the then future 
American Union all that vast territory, an empire in extent, 
which now comprises the great States of Kentucky, Ohio, 
Indiana, Illinois, Wisconsin, and Michigan. The story of the 
valor of those dauntless pioneers who subdued the savages with 
one hand and the wilderness with the other has never been 
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sufficiently related — indeed, never can be, for it paragons descrip- 
tion. Every man of them was indeed a soldier of the Revolu- 
tion in some sense, for they were all enrolled in the active militia 
of Virginia, and therefore their descendants should be eligible to 
membership in the Society of the Sons of the American Revolu- 
tion ; for the militiamen of the older parts of Virginia, and of 
all the other original colonies have, by common consent, been 
declared soldiers of that war equally with the troops of the line. 

Colonel Thomas Marshall Green says, in " The Spanish Con- 
spiracy'* (pages 44, 45), "The impression has prevailed among 
many that nearly all the warfare in Kentucky and the West was 
the result of merely individual effort. But, so far from that 
being the case, the men engaged in all this fighting acted as a 
part of the regular militia system of Virginia, and while in 
active service were regularly paid by that State. Formal reports 
of the ammunition and commissary supplies furnished to Boones- 
boro, Harrod's, and St. Asaph's, were made by quartermasters to 
the Virginia executives, and the bills were settled by them. 
Some of those made by Joseph lyindsey (who fell at Blue Licks), 
the writer has examined. In every respect they would do credit 
to any quartermaster-general in the regular army." 

Even such of the early Kentuckians as may not have been 
regularly enrolled in the militia served just as constantly and just 
as efficiently as if they had been. And, as has already been 
claimed, not only every man, but every woman and every child 
in Kentucky prior to the close of the Revolution was essentially 
a soldier of that war ; for they all endured and suffered and strove 
equally for the common cause. Boys scarcely able to stagger 
under the weight of a rifle often did a man's duty at a loop-hole, 
or behind a tree, and on the foray as well. And the women were 
as brave and as true in times of danger as any helmeted warrior 
could have been. They ran the bullets and loaded the guns and 
bound up the wounds of the stricken in times of siege; and they 
bore themselves as bravely under equal exposure to danger as 
the men, and with zeal as unfaltering. Nor are instances 
wanting where they themselves used the trusty rifles of their 
husbands, with aim as unerring and with execution as deadly. 
There are even cases where the dauntless dames in the defense 
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of their children, even with tomahawk or axe, laid the fell 
invader low. 

In all history there is no instance of more lofty courage than 
that displayed by the women of Bryan's Station when they went 
out in a body, in the face of five hundred ambushed savages, and 
filled their buckets with water at the spring for the supply of 
the besieged garrison, marching bravely forth and back with 
songs upon their lips, knowing all the time that they were within 
a hair's breadth of instant and violent death ! 

*' The mothers of our forest-land ! 

On old Kentucky's soil, 
How shared they with each dauntless band 

War's tempest and life's toil! 
They shrank not from the foeman, 

They quailed not in the fight, 
But cheered their husbands through the day, 

And soothed them through the night 

"The mothers of our forest-land! 

Their bosoms pillowed men; 
And proud were they by such to stand 

In hammock, fort, or glen ; 
To load the sure old rifle. 

To run the leaden ball. 
To watch a battling husband's place. 

And fill it should he fall ! " 

The ladies of Lexington have now in hand the laudable work 
of collecting funds to erect a monument to the memory of the 
heroines of Bryan's Station. This honor comes tardily, but none 
was ever more deserved. 

The battle of the Blue Licks is oflScially recognized by the 
Government as one of the actions of the Revolutionary War. 
Then why not also "Estill's Defeat," and the thousand other 
** moving incidents by flood and field ; " and also the siege of 
Bryan's, and the three sieges of Boonesboro, where largely 
superior forces of Indians under British oflScers, and flying the 
royal standard of King George, were held back and defeated 
before the sharp, defiant crack of the dauntless pioneers' unerring 
rifles? 
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To gather together the names of all those Revolutionary 
soldiers who are unquestionably recognized as such, and who 
settled in Kentucky, would now be an impossibility. The Society 
of the Sons of the American Revolution was organized mainly 
with a view to creating an interest which would impel people to 
search out from the records, many of which are still preserved, 
the proofs of their ancestors* services in the war for independence, 
so that they might be printed in the year books, and thus be put 
in shape to be preserved indefinitely. Similar societies have 
since been established, and already much has been accomplished 
in this direction, but hardly as yet a drop in the bucket as com- 
pared with what might be. 

With a view to making a start in the proper direction, and of 
facilitating the researches of those who are disposed to discover 
the ofl&cial evidence of their ancestors' services, I have arranged 
and edited a list of those citizens of Kentucky who were granted 
Revolutionary pensions up to the year 1835, as reported that 
year by the Secretary of War, to which I have appended a list of 
the names of many of those persons to whom the State of Vir- 
ginia granted lands on account of their Revolutionary services ; 
and also rolls of the soldiers of General George Rogers Clark's 
" Illinois Regiments," nearly all of whom settled in Kentucky; 
and of the Virginia Revolutionary Navy, many of whom also 
settled there, and others, descendants of whom are now living 
in the State. 

The Revolutionary pensioners in Kentucky, first and last, 
aggregated about three thousand. Some names, but not many 
(except of widows), were added to the list subsequent to 1835, 
but these it is not now practicable to obtain, owing to the unac- 
commodating spirit shown by the of&cials of the Pension Office 
at Washington. Some of the additional names are preser\?'ed, 
however, in Collins' History of Kentucky, which contains a list of 
nearly nine hundred who were still living in the State in 1840, 
about sixty years after the close of the Revolution, many of 
them being of remarkable ages. I have appended to my lists, 
which are given by counties, only such of the names given by 
Collins as do not appear in the report of the Secretary of War 
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in 1835. Mr. Collins states that some few of those in his list 
may have been soldiers in the Indian wars soon after the close 
of the Revolution, which is likely. Collins* list includes a few 
counties which were created after 1835, and in this way, probably, 
some duplications of names may have crept into my lists. 

The Continental Congress, as early as 1776, began to provide 
for disabled soldiers of the Revolution by pension or half-pay 
enactments. From June 7, 1785, to September 29, 1789, the 
several States assumed the payment of pensions, on account of 
the inability of Congress to raise money by taxation, but aftei* 
the adoption of the Constitution, Congress resumed their pay- 
ment. However, payments under these early or " invalid '* pen- 
sion laws were only for disability or known wounds, and, com- 
paratively speaking, the beneficiaries were not numerous. 

The first service pensions granted were under the law of 
March 18, 18 18, which gave twenty dollars per month to oflficers 
and eight dollars per month to privates who were in indigent 
circumstances, and who had served a term of not less than 
nine months in the Continental line at any period of the war, 
the pension to begin from the day the proof was completed. 
Under this act the applications for pensions soon amounted to 
about eight thousand. It appears that this "vast number" of 
applicants alarmed Congress, who seemed to fear that the treas- 
ury would be bankrupted by them. So the law of May i, 1820, 
was passed, and in a measure restricted the benefits of the law 
of March 18, 1818, and took from the pension rolls many of the 
veterans who had been pensioned under the last-named act. The 
act of March i, 1823, however, restored such of these as had 
not died in the mean time. 

The act of May 15, 1828, provided for pensioning such officers 
and enlisted men as had enlisted in the Continental line for and 
during the war, and continued in service until its termination, 
but was restricted to officers who were entitled to half pay under 
the act of October 21, 1780, and to enlisted men who were 
entitled to a gratuity under the act of May 15, 1778. The bene- 
ficiaries of this law received the full pay of their rank when in 
active service in the Continental line. The act of May 31, 1830, 
was simply to construe or explain this act. 
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Under the law of June 7, 1832, a pension equivalent to the 
full pay of his grade was granted to each officer, enlisted man, and 
sailor (except privateers) who served in the Revolution for a 
term of two years, or for any term not less than six months, 
either in the Continental line, State troops, volunteers, or militia. 
Several Revolutionary pension laws were passed subsequently, 
but they were either to construe this one, or to admit the widows 
of Revolutionary soldiers or sailors to the benefits of pensions. 

Naturally, a great many Revolutionary soldiers had passed 
away before the first general pension law of 18 18, which bene- 
fited only troops of the Continental or regular line, and even 
barred a great many of them — all those who had served less 
than nine months continuously. Others who would have taken 
advantage of this law, and were preparing to do so, died in the 
interim between the Alarm Act of 1820 and the Rehabilitating 
Act of 1823. It was not until 1832, fifty years after the close of 
the war, that any of the State troops, volunteers, and militia 
were granted pensions ; &nd even under this law those who had 
served less than six months — and there, were many such who 
had seen hard service — were barred. Imagine how many 
thousands of those who would have been entitled to the benefits 
of the act of 1832 had joined the silent majority before that time 
arrived ! 

Many of the old heroes who were entitled to do so never 
applied for a pension. Collins, speaking of those in Kentucky, 
says : " Many refused a pension altogether, declaring that they 
could support themselves, and would not seem dependent, even 
for a portion of their bread, upon a country whose liberties they 
had fought to obtain, and were willing to fight again to pre- 
serve." In Collins' list the names of some widows appear, and 
they are generally new names — that is, names that had not 
appeared on the pension rolls of 1835, which goes to show that 
the husbands of those ladies had never applied for pensions. 

There have been granted altogether to soldiers of the Revo- 
lution, and their widows, sixty-two thousand and sixty-nine pen- 
sions. Of these more than three thousand were Kentuckians. 
But, taking into consideration the great number of soldiers who 
had not served long enough to become entitled to a pension, or 
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who refused ever to apply for one, or who died before one became 
available, it is apparent that there must have been in Kentucky, 
first and last, at a moderate estimation, at least three Revolu- 
tionary soldiers who never got a pension for every one who did. 
This would make an aggregate of twelve thousand of those old 
heroes who became citizens of the State. Fifteen thousand would 
probably come nearer the actual fact. They now have many 
thousands of descendants who are citizens of the State. In addi- 
tion to these are thousands of others, descendants of Revolution- 
ary soldiers, who have moved into the State during the last one 
hundred and twenty years, whose Revolutionary ancestors never 
were citizens of Kentucky. So, as has already been stated, there 
are probably more descendants of Revolutionary soldiers in Ken- 
tucky, in proportion to population, than in any other State in the 
Union. 

The subjoined list of Kentucky Revolutionary pensioners 
gives the county they lived in ; their rank or grade ; the State 
they served from ; and the character of their service — whether 
Continental, State, militia, etc. ; the act under which they were 
beneficiaries ; the date they were placed on the rolls ; the date 
their pensions began ; the amount of their annual pensions, and 
their ages. 

The ages to which these men generally attained were very 
remarkable, as the lists will show. Of the two thousand eight 
hundred and ninety-six named, seven hundred and ninety-two 
were eighty years of age, or over, at the time the rolls were made, 
and many of them lived for years afterward. Eighteen were one 
hundred years old, or over; and of these several had attained 
the almost incredible ages of one hundred and six, one hundred 
and seven, one hundred and eight and one hundred and nine ! 
The younger ones were probably drummer boys in the latter 
days of the Revolution, or young men who had served with St. 
Clair or Wayne in the Indian campaigns in the Northwest ; but 
there were but few of these. The average age of the two thou- 
sand eight hundred and ninety-six pensioners was more than 
seventy-six years at the time the rolls were made, in 1835; and 
by the time they had all died, it had undoubtedly gone beyond 
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eighty years ! Considering the vicissitudes of their hard military 
service in the Revolution, and the still severer trials \h.ey endured 
in conquering their savage foes and in subduing the forests and 
brakes in Kentucky, the ripe age to which they almost univer- 
sally attained must be considered the most wonderful showing 
ever yet made in vital statistics. Collins says: " And what is 
still more remarkable than the great age attained by them is that 
even at that great age, over two thirds (nearly three fourths) of 
them were still the heads of families, and themselves house- 
keepers — not content to live with, much less to be dependent 
upon, their children, or others ; so strangely and strongly and 
sternly was the spirit of personal independence implanted in their 
natures by their very mode of life." 'This in 1840, sixty years 
after the close of the Revolution ! 

When the Revolution was ended, the British Government 
furnished homes in Upper Canada, on the Bay of Quinte, Lake 
Ontario, to large numbers of American Tories, or " United Empire 
Loyalists," as they called themselves, who had fought for the 
King. Dr. Canniff, a descendant of one of these Tories, has 
written an able and interesting history of those settlers ; but it is 
filled with hatred and the bitterest prejudice against Americans. 
After vaunting the great age to which the Tory founders of Upper 
Canada attained, without stating how old they did get, he says 
(p. 638) : " Upper Canada was planted by British heroes of the 
American Revolution. It arose out of that Revolution. The 
first settlers were United Empire Loyalists. The majority of 
the original settlers were natives of America, brought up in one 
or other of the provinces that rebelled. They were Americans 
in all respects, as much as those who took sides with the rebels ; 
yet to-day the descendants of the United Empire Loyalists are 
as unlike the descendants of the rebels as each is unlike a full- 
blooded Englishman. The pure Yankee and the Canadian may 
trace their ancestors to a common parentage, and have the same 
name. . . . It is desired that we had stativStics to show 
the difference as to longevity and general health." 

The omission is now supplied. On behalf of the " rebels," 
Kentucky's veterans of the Revolution have furnished some 
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"statistics as to longevity and general health" that the United 
Empire I^oyalists did not equal, much less surpass. 

It is hoped that the appended lists may be of great benefit to 
those Kentuckians who wish to find the proof of their ancestors' 
services, with the view of becoming members of the Kentucky 
Society of the Sons of the American Revolution. So far as the 
pension lists are concerned, much fuller information may be had 
concerning any individual named in them by applying for it by 
letter to the Commissioner of Pensions, Washington, D. C. As 
a great many applications are now being made, the work of the 
office is behindhand, and answers to such letters should not be 
expected in less than a month or six weeks. No fee is charged. 

Since the close of the Revolution a great msLuy records of the 
war, especially numerous muster rolls of troops, have been pre- 
served in the Treasury, State, Interior, and other departments of 
the Government, but in such a shape as to be practically inac- 
cessible for reference. Recently these have all been turned over 
to Colonel F. C. Ainsworth, Chief of the Record and Pension 
Office, War Department, who has had them arranged, classified, 
and indexed, so that it is possible to ascertain in a very few 
minutes all that is to be learned about any one of the more than 
three hundred thousand names on the muster rolls. It was 
through the efforts of the Sons of the American Revolution 
that this great work was done, in order to meet the demand of 
the public for such information — which will be furnished promptly 
and free of charge on application to the Chief of the Records 
and Pension Bureau, War Department, Washington, D. C. 

What should be particularly interesting to Kentuckians is the 
fact that the Virginia Magazine of History and Biography 
(Richmond, Virginia), is now publishing lists of the Virginia 
Revolutionary troops from the records preserved in the State 
Archives. This may supply a great many, if not all, of the 
deficiences in the records of the general Government, so far as 
Virginia troops are concerned. The Government has very few 
rolls of the State troops, volunteers, and militia furnished by the 
various States in our great struggle for independence. 
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Persons living in Kentucky counties that have been estab- 
lished since 1835, in looking for the names of their revolutionary- 
ancestors among the pensioners, should consult the lists of the 
county or counties from which the newer counties were formed. 

The rolls of the " Illinois" and Crockett's Regiments, as well 
as of the Virginia Navy, are published by permission of the Vir- 
ginia Magazine of History and Biography, in which they first 
appeared. 

This work does not pretend to give a full list of all the Rev- 
olutionary soldiers who lived in Kentucky, for that would be 
impossible to do at this late day ; nor does it claim that all of 
those it names (the pensioners excepted), lived in the State, 
though most of them may have done so, and probably did. But 
it is hoped that very much of value may be found in the work 
by those Kentuckians who seek to know the deeds of their Rev- 
olutionary sires.
